only means that certain points remain 
to be elaborated, not that a dispute 
still exists.

as article 9, the limitation of Russia's 
sea power in the far east, the surren 
der of the interned warships and the 
grant to Japan of fishing rights on the 
littoral north of Vladivostok.

greatly hampered 


from the fact that the territory to be 
covered by them is nearly one-third 
more than it was a year ago. and the 
city limits are constantly being ex- 
tended.

Life In Sakhalin, a Settlement F<» 


Violent Convicts. 


Sakhalin, the island which Japan is 


now taking—or, raiher, retaking—from 
Russia, is the place to which Russia 
sends her violent convicts. The con- 
vict in Siberia has some liberty to con- 
sole him for his detention, but the con- 
vict in Sakhalin none. When a party 
of convicts (having been pronounced 
"violent" by the governor of the Si- 
berian station) are lauded in Sakhalin 
the procession to the jail is as follows: 
First among the prisoners come 'men 
with fetters on their legs and linked 
together in pairs, the clankiiig of their 
chains making a lugubrious noise. 
Xext come half a dozen men, each 
without fetters, but secured by the 
hands to a long iron rod. Then follow 
female prisoners, and after them, the 
most affer-tiug part of the whole, the 
wives and children who have elected 
to accompany into exile their husbands 
and fathers. 
Behind them rumble 


"telegas," or rough wagons, wherein 
are transported 
baggage and those 


children who are too young or infirm 
to walk. 
. When on the march the prisoners are 
allowed three pounds of bread and 
one-half pound of meat each per diem, 
and" they are not forbidden to receive 
alms. But when they arrive at their 
destination their lot is a pitiful one. 
Their cells are damp and fungus cov- 
ered, their food is less than the allow- 
ance during the journey, and their work 
in the salt mines is most exhausting. 
Most of the prisoners are very igno- 
rant. Few of them can read, except- 
ing the Caucasians, but they are all 
put to the "ame laborious work, and in 
the event of their being physically un- 
able to perform their allotted tasks 
their punishments are very cruel. The 
English cat-o'-uiue-tails is nothing to 
the terrors of the "bodiga." In this in- 
strument of torture the prisoner is so 
fixed that he can neither move nor cry 
out, and wire thongs, bound at the end 
with pointed tin, strike his back at 
frequent intervals. 


Other tortures to which prisoners are 


subjected are too dreadful to write 
about, and during all these tortures the 
prisoner is prevented by gags from ob- 
taining even the poor relief of a 
scream. Surely the horrors of the salt 
mines of Iletskaya are nothing com- 
pared with the abominations of Sakha- 
lin.—Pall Mall Gazette?

FATALLY HURT 


DUEL THROUGH WINDOW WHEN 


MR. MEAD TACKLED THE 


OPERATOR. 


Who Took His Girl to Country Church 


—Marcum Himself Hurt, Kills 


His Man and Surrenders. 


\. Mead, a prominent young man ot' 
Naugauick, Mingo county, was instant- 
y killed while engaged in a pistol duel 
with Jacob Marcum, a telegraph op- 
eiator at Xaugatuck Station, on the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad. 


In the duel a stray bullet penetrat- 


ed the ab.lomen 
of 
Dr. James R. 


Keesee, a prominent young physician, 
who was sit tempting to quell the trou- 
ble, and he is now, at the point of 
death. 


The trouble between Mead and Mai- 


cum date.s only to last Sunday night, 
when each bought 
to accompany a 


young woman of that community home 
irom church. The girl chose Marcum 
as her escort, and this so aroused the 
ire of Mead that he swore vengeance. 


At midnight as a. noith-bound passen- 


train \va» pulling out of tlie^tation, 
Mead appeared at the wi"';^j|-ol the 
telegraph office, pistol ij^jf^kl. Rai-- 
ng the weapon he took am at Mnr- 
cum through the window, which was 
partially laised. 


Marcum, who had anticipated trou- 


ble, 
bad a revolver on his table, and 


instantlv he seized this and was soon 
returning bullet for bullet with his an- 
tagonist. Mead sent a bullet through 
the right arm of Marcum, but the lat- 
ter then clutched fhe pisol in his leit 
hand, and the next shot felled his an- 
tagonist, Mead, to the floor, a bullet 
having penetrated his 
heart. Mead 


never uttered a word after being shot. 


Dr. Keesee, during the duel, rushed 


into the fetation with uplifted hands, 
pleading for the men to cease their fir- 
ing, but his pleading only brought a 
mortal wound to himself, for a bul- 
let not intended for him penetrated 
his abdomen, and his life, too, \v 511 pay 
the peacemaker's iorfeit. 


Marcum after the tiouble with the 


bone of his right arm shattered from 
a bulle't, walked a quarter of a mile 
through a heavy rain and surrendered 
himself to the father of the young man 
whom he had just 
killed, James H. 


Mead, he being a magistrate of that 
community. 


Mead, the young man who started 


duel, was 30 years of age, a fine young 
business man, and was prominent in 
bhe affairs of his community. Marcum 
is from the old Kentucky family of Mar- 
cums, 28 years of age, and never knew 
such a thing as fear. He had resided 
at Xaugatuck but a tew weeks. 


Dr. Keesee graduated 
last spring 


fiom the Louisville Medical College, 
was physic'an for a large coal colliery 
of Mingo County, and was an intimate 
fiiend of both the young men engaged 
in the difficulty. 
He Ihed formerly in 


Wayne County. Marcum 
will have a 


preliminary hearing today.

has been a persistent decline of the 
birth rate in the United States since 
I860 is the conclusion reached in a 
bulletin just issued by the census bp- 
reau. The bulletin was prepared by 
Professor Walter F. Wilcox of Cor- 
nell university, and it is explained 
that , although the analysis made of- 
fers many suggestions as to probable 
tendencies in the birth rate of 
the 


United States, it is , primarily, not a 
study, in birth rates, but a study'in 
the proportion of children to the total 
population, or to the number of wo- 
men of child-bearing age. 


The result of the study shows that 


at the beginning of the 
nineteenth 


century the children under 20 years 
of age, constituted one-third and it 
the end less than one-fourth of the 
total population. The decrease in thjs 
proportion began as early as 1810. 


Between 1S5Q and 1860, the propor- 


tion of children to women between 
15 and 49 years, the child-bearing, age, 
increased, but since I860 it has con- 
stantly decreased. 
In 1360 the num- 


ber of children under 5 years of age 
to 1000 women 15 to 49 years of age 
was f.04; in 1900 it was only 474. The 
proportion of children 
to 
potential 


mothers in 1900 was only threefourtha 
as large as in 1860. 


No attempt is made by the author 


of the bulletin to determine the prob- 
able cause of this decline. An extend- 
ed argument by General Francis A. 
Walker is given, suggesting that it is 
largely due to the"infliix of foreigners 
and the resultant shock to the popu- 
lation instinct of the natives. Profes- 
sor Willcox says the vital statistics of 
the United States are not sufficiently 
developed to afford a-sound basis of 
judgment 
He notes, however, that 


there has been a similar.marked dje-- 
cline in the birth rate of Australia, 
when there has been no such torrent 
of immigration.

decrease in each of the five decades; 
and in only Delaware, District of Co- 
lumbia. Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Oregon and Colorado did it follow the 
tendency for the country as a wholie 
—that is, increase from 1850 to 1860

whole, the proportion of children was 
only two-thirds as great in cities as 
in the country districts.

PEACEMAKER IS 


FATALLY HURT 


DUEL THROUGH WINDOW WHEN 


MR. MEAD TACKLED THE 


OPERATOR. 


Who Took His Girl to Country Church 


—Marcum Himself Hurt, Kills 


His Man and Surrenders. 


Mead, a prominent young man of 


Vaugautck, Mingo county, was instant- 
y killed while engaged in a pistol duel 
vith Jacob Marcum, a telegraph op- 
erator at NaugatucK Station, on the 
Norfolk and Western Railroad. 


In the duel a stray bullet penetrat- 


ed the abdomen 
oi 
Dr. James R. 


K-eesee, a prominent joung physician, 
who was attempting to quell the troa- 
)le, and he is now, at the- point of 
death. 


The trouble between Mead and Mai- 


ctim dates only to last Sunday night, 
when each sought 
to accompany a 


young woman of that community home 
from church. The girl chose Marcum 
as her escort, and this so aroused the 
ire ot Mead that he swoie vengeance. 


At midnight as a north-bound passen- 


train was pulling out of H'&^tation, 
Mead appeared at the w';'f^jgy°t the 
telegtaph office, pistol \'Jjjf"\. 
Rais- 


ing the weapon he took own at il.tr- 
cum through the window, which was 
partiallj raised. 


Marcum, who had anticipated trou- 


ble, had a revolver on his table, and 
instantly he seized this and wjs soon 
returning bullet for bullet \vith his an- 
tagonist. Mead sent a bullet through 
the right arm of Marcum, but the lat- 
ter then clutched the pisol in his leli 
hand, and the next shot felled his an- 
tagonist, Mead, to the floor, a bullst 
having penetrated his 
heart. 
Mead 


never uttered a word after being shot. 


Dr. Keesee. during the duel, rushed 


into the station with uplifted hands, 
pleading for the men to cease their fir- 
ing, but his pleading on!} brought a 
mortal wound to himself, for a bul- 
et not intended for him penetrated 
his abdomen, and his life, too, will pay 
:he peacemaker's forfeit. 


Marcum after the trouble with the 


bone of his right arm shattered from 
a bulle't, walked a quaiter of a mile 
through a heavj rain and surrendered 
limself to the father of the young man 
whom he had just 
killed, James H. 


Mead, he being a magistrate of that 
lommunity. 


Mead, the young man who started 


duel, was 30 years of age, a fine young 
business man, and was prominent in 
the affairs of his community. Marcum 
s from the old Kentucky family ot Mar- 
cums, 28 years of age, and never knew 
such a thing as fear. 
He had resided 


at Naugatuck but a few weeks. 


Dr. Keesee graduated 
last spring 


'rom the Louisville Medical College, 
was physic'an for a large coal colliery 
of Mingo County, and was an intimate 
fi iend of both the young men engaged 
in the difficulty. 
He lived formerly in

CHASE FOR SLAYER

New York, Aug. 17.—After a search

Italy, has 
found the man he thinks is his fath- 
er's murderer in a ce'l in the peniten- 
tiary on Blackwell's Island.

Ayres, then successively to Houston, 
Texas.

has been a persistent decline of the 
birth rate In the United States since 
1860 i§ the conclusion reached In 'a 
bulletin just issued by the census bp- 
reau. The bulletin was prepared by 
Professor Walter F. Wilcox of Cot- 
nell university, and it is explained 
that , although the -analysis made of- 
fers many suggestions as to probable 
tendencies in the birth rate of 
the 


United States, it is , primarily, not a 
study, in birth rates, but a study' In 
the proportion of children to the total 
population, or to the number of wo- 
men of child-bearing age. 


The result of the study shows that 


at the beginning of the 
nineteenth 


century the children under 20 years 
of age, constituted one-third and Jit 
the end less than one-fourth of the 
total population. The decrease in tbjs 
proportion began as early as 1810. 


Between 1S50 and I860, the propor- 


tion of children to women between 
15 and 49 years, the child-bearing age, 
increased, but since ISGft it has con- 
stantly decreased. 
In 1SGO the num- 


ber of children under 5 years of age 
to 1000 women 15 to 49 years of age 
was G34: in 1900 it was only 474. The 
proportion of children 
to 
potential 


mothers in 1900 was only tbreefourths 
as large as in 18GO. 


No attempt is made by the authpr 


of the bulletin to determine the prob- 
able cause of this decline. An extend- 
ed argument by General Francis A. 
Walker is given, suggesting that it ia 
largely due to the influx of foreigners 
and the resultant shock to the popu- 
lation instinct of the natives. Profes- 
sor Willcox says the vital statistics of 
the United States are not sufficiently 
develoned to afford a-sound basis'of 
judgment. He notes, however, that 
there has been a similar .marked de- 
cline in the birth rate of Australia, 
when there has been no such torrent 
of immigration.

A representative of the 
Advocate 


was told an interesting fact on Wed- 
nesday morning by Mr. David Hall, 
a highly respected citizen 
of 
this 


county, who lives in Newton town- 
ship. Mr. Hall said that his father, 
the late Lofland Hall, a former 
well 


known resident of this county, worked 
about three years, during his early 
manhood, at digging the Ohio canal, 
which was then 
being 
constructed. 


Mr. Hall says that his father told him 
that while digging the canal, nearly 
opposite Kirkersville, they dug up an 
ancient skeleton in a good state of 
preservation that belonged to a giant 
of a pre-historic race.

The 
engine carried him,-to .Frazeys'burg, 
where Dr. Melick, who had been noti- 
fied of the coming, was in readiness 
to receive him. Prompt action on the 
part of the physician failed to prolong 
his life. 


The unfortunate man was about 51 


years of age, unmarried, and is sur- 
vived by a brother &'nd "sister at the 
home town, Dennison. 
The remains 


were prepared for burial and will be 
sent to either the brothers or sister's 
home before the funeral sen ices will 
be arranged.
